housekeeper

A home freezer can be a house- 
keeper's best friend but it can also 
be a costly and wasteful trap if it 
is not properly organized and in- 
ventoried. Not long ago I discov- 
ered ours full to the brim and in 
wild disorder, so I set about mak- 
ing some long delayed reforms. 
First I emptied the freezer, sorted 
the contents, and made a list of 
everything, including the dates 
whenever I could remember them. 
Then I reloaded the box, arrang- 
ing the packages so that each kind 
of food would be easy to find. 
Whenever I came across three or 
four packages of the same thing, 
I put them together in a plastic 
hag so they wouldn’t get separated. 
Having thus transformed the freez- 
er itself into a marvel of neat- 
ness, I typed up my inventory on 
a few index cards and taped them 
above the shopping list pad I keep 
by the telephone in the kitchen. 
That should make it a lot easier to 
note before each shopping trip 
what should be used up, what 
should be replaced, and what 
single packages of vegetables or 
prepared foods will have to be 
matched up with a second to make 
enough to feed our family. Tve 
firmly resolved to hold back on 
building up the inventory until 
we've used up a good bit of it, and 
to date each new package with a 
marking pen. 


Fm jubilant about a brand new 
liquid self-polishing floor wax and 
applicator that I found the other 
day.

Faced with 
the old problem of how you wash 
the inside of something with a nar- 
row neck, I tried a new method I'd 
heard about not long ago—filled 
each cruet with a solution of de- 
lergent, water, and ammonia and 
borrowed a big handful of BB shot 
from Tommy to use as the scouring 
agent, I put some shot in each 
cruet and swished them around. 
As the BB’s rolled back and forth 
they loosened the caked dust and 
it all came out with severa] rins- 
ings of hot water. But you have to 
be generous with the BB's,

towels I’ve used, the new Scott Viva 
towels seem the best yet.

Of course this 
is good practice anyway, but the 
slightest dent or imperfection in 
the can is apt to throw off the can 
opener, I've discovered, It also op- 
erates more smoothly when you're 
opening extra heavy or extra large 
cans, if you tip the can slightly 
toward the can opener and be sure 
the weight is firmly supported 
from the bottom.

The care and safekeeping of 


FUR RUGS AND THROVVS 


both real and fake 


Eprror’s nore: /thas been brought 
to H&G's attention that the recent 
use of furs for home furnishings as 
well as apparel is endangering the 
survival of certain fur-bearing spe- 
cies. In no way do we wish to en- 
courage this, but if you already 
own a fur rug or throw, you will 
surely want to know how to take 
care of it. 


All furnishings that are made of 
fur need regular care at home 
plus periodic professional atten- 
tion to restore their good looks 
and add to their longevity. Both 
short- and medium-haired furs re- 
quire approximately the same care 
—a regular light vacuuming to re- 
move surface oil followed by 
brushing with a clean brush such 
as a regular scrub or natural 
or nylon bristled dog-grooming 
brush. Never use metal on fur. 
Long-haired furs such as Bor- 
lamb, French rabbit, Ice- 
landic lamb, vicuña, Australian 
opossum, lynx, Norwegian blue 
fox, and bear skins should not he 
brushed after vacuuming unl 
they have been treated first. with 
"Sprinkly Clean," a household 
cleaner available at most hardware 
stores and some supermarkets. 
This compound is recommended 
by fur experts for removing soil, 
particularly from long-haired furs. 
After the “Sprinkly Clean” has 
been left in the pile for the pre- 
scribed length of time (read the 
manufacturer's directions care- 
fully), vacuum away the excess, 
then brush the fur with a clean 
stiff brush to remove all powder. 
If you are fortunate enough to 
live in a house with a backyard, an 
occasional airing is splendid for 
fur. A breezy day is best so that 
the wind can whip through the 
hair. This quick beauty treatment 
acts exactly as it does for a fur 
garment—it fluffs up the guard 
hairs making the fur look fresher 
and fuller, If you can’t manage an 
outdoor airing, lift the corners or 
edges of a fur rug occasionally to 
ripple the surface and let air cir- 
culate underneath. Shake a throw 
lightly as you would a fur coat. 
After a year's use, a fur rug 
should be cleaned professionally. 
Throws may not need professional 
cleaning as often as rugs, since 
they get much less wear, but once 
a year is a good rule of thumb. If 
you plan to store a fur throw dur- 
ing the summer months, the clean- 
er or furrier will accept it only if 
it has been cleaned first. 
Flat furs such as zebra are 
often lined with velvet, felt, or 
leather which extends beyond the 


rego 


skin in a decorative border. Expe- 
rienced furriers know how to han- 
dle this type of lining without re- 
moving it during cleaning, 

To locate a reliable cleaner 
or furrier equipped to handle fur 
rugs and throws, consult the yel- 
low pages of your local telephone 
directory under “Fur Cleaners." 
But be sure the cleaner or furrier 
you pick is equipped to handle the 
work on his own premises, other- 
wise he may have to farm them 
out to someone with whom you 
will have no recourse if the work 
is not satisfactory. Janice Interna- 
tional Ltd. (64 West Twenty-third 
Street, New York, N. Y., 10011) is 
able to handle any size or type 
of fur rug, spread, or throw, and 
they may be sent to the firm by 
mail, 

Generally speaking, zebra 
need not be stored in the summer, 
but professional storage for other 
types of furs is recommended. A 
rest in a controlled temperature 
during hot weather is good for fur. 


How to care for the fakes 


Fake fur rugs and throws, made 
either of Dynel or Verel moda- 
erylic pile, require little special 
care apart from a gentle shaking 
to remove loose dust and regular 
vacuuming to keep the pile fresh. 
Dry cleaning is not recommended 
unless specifically stated otherwise 
by the manufacturer. When soiled 
all over, fake furs should be given 
a gentle washing in cold or luke- 
warm water with a mild detergent 
or soap, then dried out-of-doors, 

Some fake furs may be washed 
by machine if the machine has a 
very short wash cycle. All fake 
furs should be rinsed thoroughly 
in cold water. Dark color “furs” 
should be washed separately. Do 
not wring fake fur fabrics lest they 
streak. Tumble drying in auto- 
matic dryers is not as a rule rec- 
ommended, but if your dryer has 
a short-cyele setting and can be 
adjusted to a very low tempera- 
ture—and if the article is removed 
the instant the cycle is finished— 
it may dry successfully. 

Air and dry fake fur fabrics 
away from direct sunlight. Shak- 
ing and rippling the "skins" dur- 
ing the drying process helps to 
fluff up the pile. When dry, brush 
the pile gently with a soft brush. 

Wall-to-wall installations of 
fake fur should be washed com- 
mercially or cleaned on the floor, 
unless the manufacturer states 
otherwise. When buying fake furs, 
always be sure to get complete 
cleaning instructions.

presents a picture of life 
in the rural New England 
of 150 years ago

Just across the border from Con- 
necticut, at a point about midway 
between Hartford and 
where the landscape suddenly 
thickens with pine forests and 
turns even more deeply and unmis- 
takably New England, Old Stur- 
bridge Village nestles in a great 
swath of forests and meadows rib- 
boned with a quiet river. Not far 
away, traffic whooshes constantly 
on the Massachusetts Turnpike, 
but in the Village in the township 
of Sturbridge, Mass., the twentieth 
century is very remote indeed. No

are allowed in the village it- 
self. Oxen plow fields, water power 
turns the stones in a grist mill, 
candles and firelight brighten 
rooms on dark days. 

A village has not always ex- 
isted here; this one was created 
about twenty-five years ago to 
simulate a typical New England 
rural community of about 1790 to 
1840, the years when America was 
recovering from the post-Revolu- 
tion depression. In New England, 
the farming regions were about 
the most prosperous parts of the 
states and the landscape was dot- 
ted with dozens of small, self- 
sufficient villages. The villagers 
grew or made for themselves al- 
most everything they needed. Each 
village had its cluster of craftsmen 
—among them a tinsmith, cabinet- 
maker, broommaker, potter, print- 
er, miller, pewterer, or bootmaker 
—as well as perhaps a doctor or 
lawyer or minister. But whatever 


| a man's profession, he usually 


farmed a few fields as well. 

The architecture of this period 
in New England was simple and 
straightforward, especially in the 
countryside where most of the 
houses were designed and built by 
the farmers who them. 
Rooms were wrapped around the 
great central chimney for warmth. 
The plunging roof line of the salt- 
box was created to make extra 
space at the back of a house. Clap- 
board exteriors were often left un- 
painted. Yet although practicality 
may have been first in mind, it is 
the purity and natural beauty of 
iese modest buildings that linger 
in the memory. 

To ereate Old Sturbridge Vil- 
age, eighteenth- and nineteenth- 
century buildings were moved to 
he site from other parts of Mas- 
sachusetts, Vermont, Maine, Con- 
necticut, and New Hampshire, and 
augmented by several replicas of 
old buildings. To my mind, the 
level at which the Village succeeds 
most admirably, however, is less in 
the impact of its architecture and 
more in the many small ways it 
conveys a vivid, composite impres- 
sion of life 150 years ago—the 
sight and smell of a steaming apple 
pie pulled from the fireplace bake- 
oven in the farmhouse kitchen; 
the sound of water tumbling from 
the wooden wheel at the grist mill ; 

the murmurous, summertime sound 
of a folk singer under a tree on the 
village green; the winter sight of 
a costumed guide in a long, scarlet 

wool cloak hurrying along a snowy

tarting at the Village Green 


When you arrive at the village, you 
leave vour car in a large parking 
area and proceed on foot past the 
toll booth. (admission is $2.50 for 
adults, $1 for children) and up a 
path toward the village green. The 
layout of the village is simple: 
most of the houses and major 
buildings are grouped around the 
green; other small buildings and 


craft shops are on paths and coun- 
try lanes branching off to the sides. 
l'acing the 
length of the green are the two 
largest buildings in the village— 
the slender-spired meeting house 
and a handsome Georgian man- 
sion, both immaculately white with 
green shutters. Before getting down 
to particulars, you might stroll 
around the green to get the feel of 
the village. I always find this more 
rewarding than listening to the 
long, easily forgettable orations 
inevitably given by the building 
hostesses in museum villages about 


each other across 


what was made where, when, and 
how. 

Once you're ready for specific 
sightseeing, there are four fur- 
nished houses to visit, The most 
elegant of the lot is the Georgian 
mansion, the Salem 
Towne House. It was built in 1796 
by a General Salem Towne, a man 
iked and could af- 
ford the luxury of a generously 
proportioned, downright comfort- 
able house. Two large chimneys

allow every room to have a fire- 
place, and a wide front hall run- 
ning from front to back of the 
house, plus lofty ceilings every- 


where, give the whole interior 
great airiness, There are even, 


curiously, four entrance doors, one 
centered in each side of the house. 
Some of the special pleasures: fine 
examples of Sheraton, Queen 
Anne, and Chippendale furniture;

the dining room, an unusual floor 
covering made of hand-stitched 
panels of sailcloth painted several 


rlor, a needlepoint rug 


coats of brown and stenciled with 
a red, green, and white pattern. 
Upstairs, the whole front of the 
house is a long, stark room once 
used as a Masonic meeting hall. 
The walls are still covered with 
oil-on-plaster paintings of trees 
thought to be cedars of Lebanon. 
Also on this floor, in the bedroom 
for the daughters of the family 
are the painted window shades 
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popular in the early nineteenth 
century. They are made of sized 
lawn with pastoral scenes painted 
on the outside of the shade; in the 


daytime, backed by light, the 
paintings stand out richly; at 
night, with light within the room, 
the shades turn a pure white. 

Next to the house is a large 
formal garden, a peaceful, pretty 
spot with a trellised grape arbor, 
a summer house, flower beds, and 
a fine view toward the river and 
the covered bridge. 

The cheeriest building on the 
green is the Richardson House, 
a bright red saltbox built about 
1748, its front yard enclosed with 
a white picket fence. Inside, a 
huge timbered kitchen is domi- 
nated by an immense fireplace, 
panes of amethyst-tinged glass 
color many of the windows, a bed 
frame is painted to look like rose- 
wood. In the dining room, a glass- 
doored bookcase holds a portion 
of the village's "society library." 
The books were acquired with the 
dues paid by the community—a 
system that grew into today's pub- 
lic libraries. 

Directly across the green is 
the unpainted clapboard 1735-37 
Fitch House. It probably started

as a one-room, two-story structure, 
was later stretched to a four-room 
plan, and last of all had a wing 
added for a summer kitchen—a 
sensible and delightful idea that 
not only kept cooking heat away 
from the main part of the house, 
but also, since it opens straight 
onto the garden, cooled off the 
cooks. In this kitchen, nowadays. 
you can watch candles being made 
by the old-fashioned dipping and 
molding methods, Before leaving. 
you should be sure to notice the 
stenciled floor in one of the two 
downstairs parlors; An all-over 
black-diamond pattern bordered 
around the edges of the room with 
a tulip motif is painted right on 
the pine boards. 

A few steps away stands the 
oldest house in the village—a 
1704 unpainted clapboard farm-

INNS 


You can sample the cuisine and

If you are the sort of shun-the-big- 
cities type of traveler who seeks 
out woodsy surroundi and 
charmingly primitive architecture, 
you will find that several days 
spent in Danish country inns, or 
kros as they are called, will pro- 
vide you with a holiday to cherish. 
Centuries ago the kings of Den- 
mark granted charters to a num- 
ber of these inns, and since they 
were to be used by the kings’ own 
couriers, as well as any weary trav- 
eler who happened along. the li- 
censes were granted sparingly and 


only on the basis of honesty, clean 
lodgings, and good food. The kro 
is first of all a Danish institution, 
only secondly a tourist attraction, 
and each one is the personification 
of hyggelige (pronounced who-ga- 
a special Danish word that 
es a special Danish way of 
0 precise translation exists 
in English—it is more a state of 
mind than a definable condition. 


Roughly, hyggelige is that deli- 
cious atmosphere and sense of 
well-being that exists after a fine 
dinner with old friends, as you sit 
before an open fire—a state of 
blissful contentment, half-way be- 
tween snugness and smugness. 

Kros commonly take their 
names from the towns in which 
they are located—the Hornbaek 
Kro in the town of Hornbaek, the 
Kongensbro Kro in Kongensbro— 
and a glance at the map will show 
you that any kro on the island of 
Zealand is a maximum half day's 
drive (usually far less) north or 
south from Copenhagen. It is only 
in Jutland, the peninsula that 
sticks up from Germany, that you | 
will really need to book overnight 
accommodations. 

The best way to do your kro 
hopping is, of course, by car. Den- 
mark has excellent roads, both pri- 
mary and secondary, but if you are 
driving your own car into Den- 
mark, it is well to be certain that 
all of your automobile papers are 
in perfect order. Denmark has a 
horrendous purchase and import 
tax on automobiles which can total 
150 per cent, and should your pa- 
pers not be in order, you may be 
asked to pay it. If you rent a car

The ritual of opening your house to spring can lift 
your spirits, but only if your windows work smoothly 


Curiously, after centuries of cutting holes in houses to let in light and 
air, no one has yet invented the perfect window. The modern choices 
have been boiled down to four basic types (if you rule out that truly 
revolutionary invention, the floor-to-ceiling sliding glass unit, as being 


a wall instead of a window). The four ¢ 


: the double hung window, 
the casement, the awning, and the hopper. Each has its advantages 
and drawhacks in more or less equal degree; and each, in order to func- 
tion reliably, needs to be understood and given a modicum of attention 
now and then. 


THE DOUBLE HUNG SASH 


H is a window whose obstinacy on occasion 


can unseat the discs in a delicate back. A mighty upward thrust and 
snap! The window may not budge a whisker, but a householder's back 
can go clean out! Of waning popularity, this type of window is never 
theless familiar to millions of families. Its operating principle is simple 
enough: the upper and lower sash slide up and down, counterbalanced 
either by a weight attached to a cord or by a metal channel in which the 
window slides, checked by built-in springs. A double hung window in 
an old house occasionally will fail to function when the cord breaks on 
one side of the window. The only solution is to remove the wood strip 
that keeps the window in place and perhaps to remove the side jamb

But the failure of a double hung sash to slide freely can be 
traced to a paint problem. The window will stick if paint has hardened 
or, paradoxically, if wet and humid conditions have caused it to soften 


and become sticky. In either ca: does it. Applying brute strength 


may loosen the horizontal framing piece from the side pieces, and it 
will almost certainly dislodge the calking compound that holds the 
glass firmly in place. Instead, where paint has hardened, run a knife 


blade between the window unit and the frame, all the way up and 


down, on both sides, You may also use a special little tool that resem- 
bles the many-toothed wheel of a cowboy's spur; it costs about a dollar 
in hardware stores, If the window sticks because moisture has swollen 
it, you may be able to get it moving by applying paraffin in the groove 
on either side of the window. Then, if it still won't budge, it may be 
necessary to remove the whole unit and plane the edges of the offending 
upright frames. While you're at it, you should give the edges of the 
window a generous coat of linseed oil. 

Since paint, hard or sticky, causes most of the trouble with double 
hung windows, the moral is obvious: be careful when painting not to 
slosh into the fine erack between sash and frame. A final lip: never 
paint a window when it is closed tight. Raise it several inches before 


the job is started; then you'll have up-and-down maneuvering room

THE CASEMENT WINDOW is hinged on the side jamb and swings ou 
ward from its opening in a horizontal plane. Many new houses rely 

it because it is so convenient to open and close. A casement windo 
does have one serious drawback: when it is open, the entire windo 
inside and out, becomes exposed to the weather. If the frame is woo 
this means there is the threat of both swelling and warping. Your bes 
countermove, of course, calls for painting the frames often enough t 
discourage moisture from penetrating them. Casement windows, lik 
their hinge-type cousins, the awning and hopper windows, are manip 
lated and locked by a wide variety of mechanisms. Whatever type yo 
have, make sure that it draws the frame securely against the window' 
weather-stripping—and holds it there; otherwise, the window will ad 


mit unwelcome drafts and cold air, A 


THE HOPPER WINDOW hinges at the bottom and opens inward. This 
of course, is fine for the window itself, When it is open, it is removed 
from the weather altogether. Therefore, maintenance is normally lim. 
ited to periodic painting. The only possible source of difficulty centers 
around the hinges. Being anchored at the bottom of the window, they 
can be sprung if, when suddenly closed, a pebble or stick gets lodged 
between the window frame and sill, 

Like so many other components in today’s houses, most windows 
manufactured by national firms are the beneficiaries of meticulous 
quality control and precise fabrication. They are beyond question bet- 
ter than ever before. Keeping them in tip-top condition is mostly a mat- 
ter of letting them do their job without abusing them, and applying a 
coat of paint or stain when needed. 


THE AWNING WINDOW, as its name implies, hinges at the top of the 
window and swings outward from the bottom, It, like the casement 
type, seldom fails to function satisfactorily since the hinge principle is 
virtually foolproof. One special problem, however, comes with the 
awning window, Since the window closes and locks at the bottom, it is 
essential to keep foreign matter from accumulating on this sill. Par- 
ticular care should be taken when painting to make sure that leaves or 
dirt particles are not allowed to collect and pile up in the still-wet paint. 
They may interfere with the seating and locking of the window.

It all sounds very tragic, but 
after a detailed examination of the 
pictures I came to the conclusion 
that Memling's greatest talent was 
to delight the eye, rather than chill 
the blood. For the panels are 
charming, filled with the most de- 
lectable colors, and with a stylized 
arrangement of figures that is ut- 
terly decorative. 

Details like the billowing sails 
of the curved wooden boats, the 
turrets, and the winding road of 
the city in the background, the 
graceful folds of the scarlet and 
mauve mantles of the voyaging vir- 
gins, make up a series of lovely 
patterns, And St. Ursula herself is 
so pretty and calm through all her 
tribulations—raising only an ad- 
monishing hand to the armor-clad 
crossbowman who menaces her— 
that her death is more like a pic- 
torial lesson in how a well-brought- 
up young saint faces martyrdom 
than the re-creation of a tragic 
event. 

For me, there are few por- 
traits of the Madonna and Child 
in the world of art that match the 
gentle charm of *The Virgin Mary 
with the Apple" in this museum. 
Oval-faced, with a porcelain com- 
plexion, red-gold hair flowing over 
her shoulders and her mouth 
curved in an expression of sub- 
lime content, Mary holds a rosy 
apple close to the baby's out- 
stretched hand. The model for the 
Madonna must have been the most 
innocently beautiful girl in Bruges 
when she posed for this vignette, 
and there is a tenderness about the 
glowing painting that makes it un- 
forgettable. 


“Mystic Marriage of Saint Catherine” 

Equally, once having seen it, 
I could never forget the rich 
beauty of a larger work, "The 
Mystic Marriage of St. Catherine," 
where stained-glass colors—reds, 
greens, russets, golds—illustrate a 
scene full of simple tranquility. 
This time the Madonna and Child, 
superbly enthroned yet quietly 
contemplative, served by angels 
and flanked by saints, receive hom- 
age from a marvelously gowned 
Catherine. Through the colonnade 


behind the group one glimps 
fields, minute figures, the roofs ar 
towers of a town. Without falt 

ing, Memling has fused the myst} 
world and the everyday world in 
touching, poetic unity. 

This same kind of unity pel 
vades the *Adoration of the Magi 
a work generally considered to! 
one of the loveliest Memling ev 
created. Here the Holy Family 
shown very much as an ordina 
family—despite the presence of 
pair of seraphim, minute and e 
quisitely painted in the quiet 
joyous Nativity panel, and of th 
splendid Kings in the sumptuou 
center panel. 

Tomy eyes, Memling achieve 
this realism by the attitudes i| 
which he depicts the figure of J 
seph. In the Nativity scene, he 
the proud father; in the third pa 
el, the Presentation at the Templ 
he is watchful, standing by rathe 
anxiously, as though to be su 
that everything is being done as 
should be. 

But the most delightful e 
pression of human emotion whic 
the artist portrays is in the mai 
panel, in which Joseph stands be 
hind the Virgin and Child, holdin 
the gift of gold from a kneelin 
King. Marveling at the shimme 
ing colors and the meticulous d 
tail in the painting, I leaned fo 
ward for a closer look, and wai 
fascinated to find that Joseph’ 
own gaze is wonderingly directe 
towards the beautiful, erect youn 
prince from Africa who is just en 
tering the manger, his tribute ir 
hand, his short, white-bordere 
tunic a glitter of gold and blu 
brocade. It is almost as thoug! 
Memling felt that the humble car: 
penter wanted, but did not quit 
dare, to ask these fabulous visitor: 
why they had come to pay thei 
homage to his child. 

Just behind the figure of J 
seph, the head of a bearded ma 
can be'seen looking at the adoring 
Kings through a narrow, ston 
window, Checking the work in my 
guidebook, I found this was a self. 
portrait: when Memling finished 
the painting in 1479, it was doubt- 
less his unmistakable signature. 

Another painting that partic- 
ularly charmed me is the artist's| 
portrait of a young Flemish wom- 
an, Maria Moreels, the daughter 
of the Burgomaster of Bruges. AJ- 
though she cannot be compared in 
beauty to the lovely girl who is 
depicted as the Madonna, the por- 
trait has a rare quality of thought- 
fulness, and I found that it drew 
my eyes back from the magnifi- 
cently decorative triptychs and 
the elaborate gilding of St. Ur- 
sula’s Shrine to its honest sim- 
plicity. In its way, like wholesome 
bread on the banquet table, it com- 
pletes the feast given by this small 
collection.

The boundaries of home, as H&G pointed out over three years ago, no longer stop at the periphery 
of a family’s house or lot. While the outer world has been steadily intruding within our walls, our 
personal world has been expanding outward. What we used to call home has now become an | 
environment. H&G contends that an intelligent awareness of that environment — and an active 


relationship with it—is essential to the enjoyment of living. 


Some aspects of your environment you can create and control. Color, for instance. Color costs nothing, since you 
spend no more to be surrounded by the colors you love than you would spend anyway for simple 
comfort and convenience. Significantly, our man-created color environment today has overflowed 
the house walls to the adjacent outdoors where it not only enhances outdoor living but, visible | 


through glass walls, indoor living too. | 


Some aspects of your environment are natural, asking only to be enjoyed—or to use a 
harsher term, exploited. They cost no money either, but they are precious to people who have a true 
talent for living. The flower fixer, for instance, who rambles the fields and woods for bouquets to 
enliven her rooms. Or the couple who cart to an architects office a small sack of stones, bark, lichen | 
and grasses gathered from their newly purchased site, and ask for a house “that will go with these.” 
Or the family so keenly aware of the land around them and its fruits that harvest is the cue for their 


entertaining, and home grown bounty the cue for their menus. 


Other aspects of your environment call for drastic correction. As our environment expands, its flaws are proportion- 
ately inflated, and for the privilege of putting up with these nuisances we pay a great deal of 
money. Yet depressing as the facts may be to think about, they can be corrected. As Albert-Bush- 
Brown observed in last month's H&G (“Your right to a fine city”), they are being corrected 
where people really care. In this issue (see page 106), you will learn what you can do right now to 
correct air pollution, In coming months we will outline facts and solutions for other corrigible flaws 
in today’s living environment—both physical flaws and those which are no less real because they 
axe intangible. For H&G believes the expanded personal world that makes up your environment 


for living can be only as satisfying and delightful on the whole as every aspect of it is delightful.

DEMONSTRATES H&G COLORS IN ACTION, INDOORS AND OUT 


People who love color and live with it, learn in time that its excitement is sparked by effect, rather than quantity. 
A room saturated, say, with bright red, can be electrifying for a while, then like a fire, burn itself out into dull 
monotony. But a limited quantity of the same red (or blue or green), splashed against white or near white, takes 
on a sparkle that never palls. Visually and psychologically, less color becomes more. 

It was with this magic in mind that H&G undertook the furnishing and decoration of a new house in Houston, 
Tex., planning it for a hypothetical, travel-loving, fond-of-music family of four—parents and two daughters, ten 
and fifteen. Roger Rasbach, who designed the house, calls it *one-third Mesopotamian, one-third Mediterranean, 
one-third Texan." Built mostly of brick in a big U around a central patio with a plunge pool (there are also four 
little peripheral patios: see plan, page 87), the house covers every foot of its plot that the law allows, shows 
nothing to its neighbors but its Pongee-colored walls, and would make perfect sense on the Riviera. Once past the 
front gates, however, you are in American clover, for this is a house designed for hospitality, comfort, coolness, and 
easy maintenance—the "one-third Texan" that spells home base. Most of the furniture is from Tomlinson's Apropos 
collection in which Regency, Empire, Louis XV, and Louis XVI styles have been rescaled and reinterpreted in a 
wide variety of materials in rapport with the demands of today's living. 

If you were to look into a very special kaleidoscope, one in which numerous bright patterns of fourteen HaG 
Colors were inlaid in creamy whiteness—the fourteen framing the opposite page—you would have a picture of most 
of the house. In some of the rooms, color is concentrated in bright bouquets, in others it is more widely diffused. 
But going from almost any room to any other, you take with you one color link. The Persian Blue, for ex- 
ample, that sparks the kitchen, you find again in lamp bases in the adjacent family room. Also a bridge between in- 
door and outdoors, the colors in each patio echo those of the room they serve. So, through this trick of iteration, you 


meet one familiar friend after another as you walk along, and you think how very nice, I have been here before. 


HE POOL PATIO facing east is the core of the house and is flanked on three H&G COLORS AT WORK

sides by the kitchen, the living room gallery, and part of the bedroom wing (see 

plan, page 87). Completely walled, the patio is treated exactly like a room— 
the first in which a bright bouquet of color glows in a neutral setting. The background is 
very gentle: Mushroom concrete tiles underfoot (a material that flows right into the 
house to pave all floors except the bedrooms’), Pongee paint on the shingles and the tongue- 
and-groove siding of the inward-sloping, upper side-walls. Because this side of the house 
gets all the morning sun, the gallery's glass wall is hung inside with white louvers, 20 feet 
high—a brilliantly snowy background for the patio's one vivid hue: Persian Blue. It finishes 
the louvered doors to the kitchen and bedrooms and reappears in the nylon webbing on the 
white metal chairs and chaise longues. Greenery—the foliage for this "bouquet"—fringes 


the entire patio. Furniture by Brown-Jordan; all exterior and interior paints by Colorizer.

BOUQUETS 


F rom the first wild violet that lifts its purple head to the spring sunshine, to the last berry 
that turns to flame in the fall, wildflowers and grasses and branches are waiting for you 
to find them, bring them home, and compose them lovingly into bouquets. The pristine cousins 
of florists’ hybrids and cultivated garden varieties, found flowers diffuse the refreshing charm 
of bright innocence and mirth. You can find them anywhere—in fields, forests, and city lots, on 
beaches and bordering highways—sometimes in breath-taking blankets of color, sometimes in 
miniature woodland oases peeping out from among ferns and brackens (on page 38 you will 
learn which flowers you may expect to find in your climate zone). But in many ways they are 
frail, as any child knows who has wept over a tenderly plucked buttercup withering almost in- 
stantly in his hand. 

When you go gathering wildflowers, one simple precaution will assure a more lasting bou- 
quet—a bucketful of tepid water, in which to soak the entire length of each stem just after it has 
been cleanly cut with a very sharp knife or scissors. And as you wander across the countryside, 
resist the temptation to transplant a whole clump of natural beauties to your own yard, for wild- 
flowers when taken captive all too often languish. Since most found flowers are freely yours right 
where they are (local conservation laws may protect certain species), better to take a few cut 
blossoms gratefully home, and appreciate their loveliness while it lasts. 

When you fix the bouquets, there is only one fast rule: never try to force the flowers into 
haughty florist arrangements. They will look strained and stilted. Instead, remember nature's 
casual harmony—the spiky grass that grows near angular bladdernut; the lacy meadow grasses 
you see beside golden buttercups; the tangle of trees and vines at the edge of a field full of asters 
and goldenrod; fuzzy thistle tufts near fuzzy millet grass. Florists’ Oasis works better than needle 
holders for supporting casual natural-looking arrangements. You can guide fragile stems with 
rigid toothpicks or hibachi skewers. 

The unexpected delight of seeing a wildflower bouquet amid man-crafted furnishings and 
objets d’art can be multiplied by a surprise container. If you want to emphasize the flowers’ rustic 
innocence, arrange them in a demure basket. Or take the opposite tack and glorify their beauty 
by setting them in a container of precious porcelain, silver, or gold. Some bouquets also lend 
themselves to pithy touches of wit—a jeweled insect perched on a stem, for instance, an ex- 


quisitely carved frog crouching near a bowl of ferns, or two silver eggs nested in a basket. 
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A tousle of red and white clover, in a golden basket just big enough to provide breakfast for a pair c

Md 
tifs as old as the Sphinx can inspire patterns as fresh as spring’ s first blooms.

BREATHE 


| - with the 
fallout 
BY JEAN LIBMAN BLOCK of affluence 


“If you visit American city, you will find it very pretty," sings 
satirist Tom Lehrer; “Just two things of which you must beware. 
Don't drink the water and don't breathe the air. Pollution! Pol- 


lution !"! 


For many millions of Americans this is extremely sage advice, 
for we have contaminated our atmosphere so recklessly that today 
almost all cities over 50,000 in population, and many much smaller 
ones, suffer from an urgent air pollution problem. 

Some mornings you wake up with your eyes burning and your 
nose stinging and you know it is going to be one of those days. 
Perhaps a fierce, burning haze hangs in the sky. Or a malodorous fog 
blots out buildings and hills. Or you can almost see and surely feel 
the gritty soot descending. In some cities, women's nylon stockings 
have disintegrated on their legs from the chemical garbage in the 
uir. Trees planted along streets have sickened and died, choked by 
air-horne rubbish. Cattle on Florida ranges have lost their teeth 
from poisons spewed out by industrial chimneys. Denverites, long 
proud of the crystalline clarity of their air, on many days can no 
longer see the peaks of the Rockies from downtown streets. Cleo- 
patra's Needle has suffered more erosion in the last few decades in

ew York's injurious air than in several millenniums on the Nile— 


ng since Manhattan endures a sootfall of 80 tons a 


month. Planes crash in skies laden with man-made fog. coastal ships 


lose their way, and second and third class air turns whole neighbor- 


hoods into junkyards. 

"We have the number one air pollution problem among na- 
tions," Vice President Hubert Humphrey told a recent national 
conference on air pollution. “It’s nice to be first—except when it 
comes to being first in misery." 

How did we get into this fouled up state? 

You and I did it—unintentionally, of course, while achiev- 
ing the good life. For air pollution is the fall-out of affluence. 
We arise in winter in a comfortably warm house, in summer 
in a pleasantly cool one. Either way, smoke has belched out 
of the chimney of our own furnace or of the local power plant. 
We flip on electrical appliances—radio, toaster, razor. percolator 
—more pollutants from the power plant. We get into a car or 
bus to go downtown. Fumes pour out of the exhaust. When thou- 


sands of cars come to a near standstill in a traffic jam, the only

Up into the air across the nation, into our once invig 
and pellucid air, soar 390,000 tons of pollutants every twenty-fou 
hours. When this was a sparsely populated continent and most o 
us lived on farms, our gaseous leavings were wafted away and dis 
sipated. But now that we are a highly industrialized country o| 


200 million, with half of us packed together in cities that occup 


less than 1 per cent of the land mass, we find increasingly that wha 
goes up must come down. Or as Dr. Walsh McDermott, Chairma 
of the Department of Public Health at Cornell University Medica 
College. puts it, “As a whole nation, we seem to be kicking aroun 
the refuse products of our highly industrialized society in an inno: 
cent hope that they will get lost.” They’re not getting lost, as yo 


can tell simply by opening the window and sniffing. 
The four worst offenders 


But before we find out what to do to make our air more breatheable. 
we must pause for the briefest of cram courses in the chemistry of 
pollution. To pinpoint blame we must look at causes. The air we 


breathe is mostly a mixture of nitrogen and oxygen gases in a thin 


band of atmosphere that envelops the planet and is no thicker pro. 
portionally than the skin of an apple. We each breathe about 35 
pounds of air a day. The dirt in our air comes from four main 
sources: moving vehicles, industry, households, and municipal in- 
stallations. Most of the polluting chemicals are the result of incom- 
plete burning. 

The single worst offender is the automobile. Some 10 billion 
gallons of gasoline are estimated by experts to evaporate from cars 


during the year—burdening the air with hydrocarbons. The U.S 


Public Health Service says imperfect combustion inside the engine 
turns out 66 million tons of lethal carbon monoxide. Exhaust fumes 
also contain harmful nitrogen oxides. On a warm day when the sun 


hits the invisible hydrocarbons and nitrogen dioxide in automobile 
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es, it cooks them into a dangerous substance called ozone. It is 
ozone along with other chemicals such as PAN, formed by the 
tochemical action of sunlight, that burn your eyes and cause 
ers to topple over on their stems. Photochemical haze is the 
ging smog you get in Los Angeles and other cities that are 
rally crossed and ringed by freeways. 


Most factories and power plants burn heavy fuel oil and coal

give off sulphur compounds. Sulphur combines with oxygen to 
m poisonous sulphur oxides, among them sulphuric acid. In many 
ustrial areas the sulphur oxides turn the sky a dirty whisky- 
wn, ruin crops, erode buildings, and make breathing a horror. 
o out of factory chimneys, refuse incinerators, and backyard 
ners escape millions of tons of fly ash—gritty, sooty particles 
t begrime window sills, blacken furniture, and clog your lungs. 
In addition, anyone living downwind of a paper factory, an oil 
nery, a phosphate plant, or a cement works is aware of the spe- 
c pollutant that each technology calls its own. 
As if all this weren't enough, every so often nature pulls an 
ecially dirty trick. It's called an inversion. Much of the time 
can draw a semi-decent breath, because that garbage in the 
is sooner or later blown away by the wind or carried upward 
the warm air close to the earth rises through the cooler air 
ve it. But sometimes a warm air mass clamps down like a lid 
r a city or a valley. The junk under the lid stays trapped and 
days we breathe and rebreathe a steadily mounting concentrate 
choking pollutants. Not all of us survive this experience. 


The air is killing us 
story's first documented inversion—in the Meuse Valley of Bel- 
m in 1930—took 60 lives and filled hospitals. The Donora, 
nnsylvania, inversion in 1948 made half the community's 14,000 
abitants ill and killed 20 of them. London's “killer smog" in 1952 
used in five days an estimated 4,000 deaths that would not have 
ppened otherwise. In 1963, New York City had more than 400 
cess deaths during two weeks of exceptionally intense pollution. 

Air pollution disasters cause headlines. The day by day health 
rition is less newsworthy but even more deadly. Air pollution is 
lieved to be a major factor in emphysema, a progressive break- 
wn of air sacs in the lungs, and today's fastest growing cause of 
ath. Three Canadian pathologists, studying 300 lungs from au- 
psies in St. Louis and an equal number in Winnipeg, found seven 

es as much emphysema in the 20-to-49 age group in highly pol- 
ted St. Louis as in relatively clean-aired Winnipeg. 

Lung cancer is twice as prevalent in air polluted cities as in 
ral areas. Norway with low pollution has half the lung cancer of 
e U.S. The northern shore of Staten Island, directly in the fume 
th of the New Jersey complex of refineries and industries (you've 
d your breath for miles as you passed these installations on the 
rsey Turnpike), has a death rate from lung cancer among men 

55 per 100,000. On the south shore, where clean air sweeps in 
om the sea, the rate is 40 per 100,000. Investigators at the Sloan- 
ettering Institute for Cancer Research have produced cancer in 
ice by painting them with material filtered from New York's air. 

e death rate from bronchial diseases faithfully follows the air 
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pollution eurve. Short of death, coughing, wheezing, headaches, 


dizziness, sore throat, eye irritations, and a generalized feeling of 
wanting to crawl into a hole and get away from it, are the health 
price we pay for dirty air. Q 


The dirt is costing us money 


The money price is something else. A recent study in the heavily 
polluted Ohio River Valley calculated that the extra expense for 
house painting, cleaning windows, curtains, rugs, upholstery, and 
clothes, more frequent shampoos and manicures can reach $200 a 
year a person or over $600 for a typical family. Congressman Wil- 
liam F. Ryan of New York puts the cost at $800 a family for city 
dwellers. Sulphur in the air, by attacking stone buildings, raises city 
budgets for cleaning and repairs. It blackens house paint, tarnishes 
copper and silver, corrodes metals. Automobile tires wear out from 
the action of oxidants. Agricultural losses in California alone are 
estimated at $100 million a year. Truck farmers near cities have had 
to give up crop after crop as spinach, beans, tomatoes sicken and 
die in the vile air. The cost to the consumer runs into millions. U.S. 
government figures set the property damage cost at $11 billion a 
year, but some experts jack their estimates up to $20 billion. 

One of the least visible cost items is the waste. Some $300 mil- 
lion in sulphur goes up in smoke. About 10 billion gallons of gaso- 
line—nearly 15 per cent of total sales—evaporate from our cars 
without moving us forward one foot. New York now recaptures the 
fly ash in its incinerators and sells it as cinder block at an $800,000 
a year profit. But in most places it ends up on your carpet. 

Wantonly, we toss 140 million tons of pollution into the air a 


year—greater tonnage than our steel production. 


What should we do? 


The fight against air pollution is already well underway but not 
going fast enough. Congress took its first action back in 1937 with 
a modest research and control program conducted chiefly by the 
states, and its most recent action last fall with the Air Quality Act 
of 1967, which sets a $428 million blueprint for dealing with pollu- 
tion programs on a regional basis, and permits strong federal action 
if the states sit with folded hands. Most states and many cities have 
statutes on the books, but do little until vigorously prodded. Los 
Angeles is one of the few major cities that has effective controls, 
although you'd hardly know it from breathing the air. But without 
its tough approach, it is entirely possible that L.A. today would be 
altogether uninhabitable by the human animal. Chicago has an ag- 
gressive program and New York is trying hard to clamp down on 
offending utility plants and on apartment incinerators. 

If you want to do something constructive about air pollution 
where you live, here are the steps to take: 
] Make sure your own house is in order. See that your heat- 
ing plant is in good repair. Do not burn garbage or leaves. Make 
sure your car is burning its gas with maximum efficiency. Federal 
law requires all new 1968 cars to be equipped with an exhaust 
control device that suppresses some two-thirds of hydrocarbon 
emissions. But careful maintenance is the only way to control

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ADDING FLAVOR 
TO VODKA 


Tasteless in itself, vodka can be flavored 


to create unusual, zesty mixed drinks 
BY JAMES A. BEARD 


In America, vodka is a relative 
newcomer to the drinking scene. 
It didn’t really catch on here until 
the late Forties. But in Europe, it 
ranks as one of the oldest of liq- 
uors—and one of the most versa- 
tile. Vodka originated in Poland, 
where it was sipped in medieval 
times for its supposed medicinal 
qualities, which inevitably led to 
the practice of consuming small 
shots of the spirit at all hours of 
the day. or throughout a meal with 
appropriate dishes. 

Vodka has no taste of its own. 
This tastelessness is due to the re- 
fining and filtering processes the 


spirit goes through to make it clear 
and sparkling. But vodka easily ac- 
quires a taste, according to what is 
put into it—or what it is put into. 
One of the most venerable of the 
Polish vodkas is Starka, which is 
made from rye grain, aged in wine 
casks, and finally blended with 
wine and bottled at a potent 100- 
proof. The color is reminiscent of 
rye whiskey, but the flavor is dis- 
tinctive and unusual. Zubrowka, 
another of the great flavored vod- 
kas of Poland, is superb when 
served icy cold with smoked fish 
or caviar. Zubrowka derives its 
slightly sweet pungency and deli- 
cate perfume from the blade of 
buffalo grass that nestles in every 


bottle. You can buy buffalo grass 
(or sweet grass as it is sometimes 
called) in various parts of this 
country in either art and needle- 
work stores (it is used in basket- 
ry) or specialty gourmet shops. If 
you slip a blade or two into a bot- 
tle of plain vodka and 
there for a couple of months, you 
will have an excellent approxima- 
tion of the drink that was original- 
ly offered to thirsty hunters return- 
ing with their bags from the great 
forests of Poland. Zubrowka

cold. Keep a bottle in the freezer 
(or, better yet, freeze it in a block 
of ice, as you would aquavit) and 
serve it in chilled glasses. 

If you are drinking any of the 
plain vodkas straight, either alone 
or with such natural accompani- 
ments as caviar (with or without 
blini) or smoked fish, you should 
also have them ice cold. There is a 


wide assortment of these unfla 
vored vodkas on the market, mad 
in Russia, Poland, Czechoslovakia 
France, and right here in th 
United States as well. Unless yi 
are a true connoisseur of subth 
variations in spirits, it makes litt] 
difference which one you drink

How to flavor vodka 


Given this neutral spirit to worl 
with, you can have a fine time in 
venting your own flavorings.

vor). Cork the bottles and allow 
them to stand for two weeks, then| 
test, by sniffing and sipping, to seel 
if they have infused enough. If 
they have, you can transfer the 
vodka to another bottle and throw 
away the additives, because the fl 
vor will intensify the longer the 
are left in. If you don’t want to use 
a whole bottle of vodka for your 
experiments, fill a small jar with 
the liquor cutting down the addi- 
tives proportionately.

It is made by blending cooked diced 
carrots, tiny peas, finely cut beans, and diced po- 
tatoes with a homemade mayonnaise. For a quick 
version of Salade Russe, canned vegetables may 
be substituted for fresh. 


French Potato Salad 


Pour oil and vinegar over sliced hot potatoes 
or hot quartered new potatoes. Season with salt 
and pepper, add chopped parsley and a bit of 
onion. Cool and serve. 

Variation: To French Potato Salad add anchovy 
fillets and sliced hearts of palm. 


Salade Nicoise 


Arrange artichoke hearts ( either canned or frozen 
ones that have been cooked and cooled), tomato 
quarters or cherry tomatoes, black olives ( prefer- 
ably the variety from Nice), and anchovy fillets 
in a ravier. Dress with a garlic-scented vinaigrette 
and garnish with onion rings and capers. 


Lobster Salad 


The finest lobster salad is merely a combination 
of cold lobster and a well-seasoned mayonnaise 
blended with the tomalley and the coral (if there 
is any) which has been previously pounded in a 
mortar.

This may be made with fresh lump crab meat, 
Dungeness crab meat, Dungeness crab legs, froz- 
en King crab, or canned crab. Naturally, the fresh 
crab meat is preferable, although the frozen King 
crab is an excellent substitute. 1 pound of crab 
meat will make 3-4 large servings, or 6-7 small 
servings.

If you are 
serving it cold as a salad, let it cook down slightly 
more and add a touch more oil and a little 
lemon juice or wine vinegar. Freshly chopped 
parsley sprinkled on top makes a colorful and 
pleasing garnish,

Heat the oil in a large shallow pan 
which has a cover, add the onion and sauté until 
just soft and wilted, Add the garlic, the drained 
and pressed eggplant (if large, cut into smaller 
pieces), and the zucchini, Mix well together and 
cook over medium heat for 5 minutes. Add the 
red or green pepper and mix with the cooked vege- 
tables. Cover and cook for 15 minutes, removing 
the cover once or twice to stir the mixture. Add 
the tomatoes and mix in, Simmer uncovered 
for 20 minutes, or until the vegetables are well 
blended and cooked down slightly. Add the salt, 
pepper, basil, and coriander and cook a few min- 
utes longer. Taste for seasoning. If the ratatouille 
is to be served cold, cool and chill, and garnish 
with chopped parsley, 


Variations: 

1. Add sliced mushrooms during the last 10 min- 
utes of cooking. 

2. For a cold ratatouille, add thinly sliced fennel 

with the red or green pepper. 

Arrange cold ratatouille in a ravier and top 

with anchovy fillets and capers.

If you are planning a really gala party, you 
might consider having special varieties of oysters 
flown to you on the day of celebration, in addi- 
tion to those available locally. Have some seaweed 
sent too. Arrange the seaweed on cracked ice in 
large shallow pans and place the oysters on the 
seaweed. Serve directly from the pans. It is more 
interesting and spectacular to include several dif- 
Terent types of oysters, as well as clams and per- 
haps a few mussels. Have a skilled man on hand 
to officiate as oyster and clam opener.

Choose from these varieties: Chincoteagues, Petit

Cook, cool and arrange on the half shell, dressed 
with a rémoulade or ravigote sauce. 


Crab Meat 


Arrange mounds of lump crab meat or shelled 
legs of Dungeness crab around rémoulade sauce. 


Lobster 


Cut chunks from freshly boiled and cooled lob- 
sters; or split small lobsters, remove meat, cut 
into pieces, and return to the shell, transferring 
claw meat to the body section. The tomalley may 
he blended into mayonnaise or mustard mayon- 
naise and served with the lobster, If there is coral, 
pound it in a mortar and add to the mayonnaise. 


Smoked Fi 


Smoked fish should be served thinly sliced. Either 
have it sliced to order or buy a large piece and 
have someone on hand who is deft at carving. 
Salmon must be cut in long, thin diagonal slices 
that are practically transparent. Sturgeon should 
be sliced medium thin on a slight diagonal. 
Smoked eel should be filleted and then cut, 
Whitefish is best when skinned, with head and 
tail left intact, and served on a garnished board, 


Salmon 


Swedish, Scotch, and Nova Scotia salmon are the 
best available, in that order, although Norwegian 
and Columbia River salmon are also excellent. If 
you wish to buy a whole side, you will find that 
sides vary greatly in size and cost. If you buy it 
sliced to order, be certain to sample it before- 
hand for saltiness and moisture, 

Salmon is usually served with capers, oil, and 
freshly ground black pepper and lemon wedges, 
tied in gauze or cheesecloth to hold back the 
seeds, Some people like to serve salmon with 
chopped onion; others fill it with fresh caviar and 
roll it, or serve it with a tin of caviar separately. 

Smoked salmon of a less choice quality ean 
he improved by the following treatment: Cut it 
into strips about 1” wide, place the strips in a 
ravier or serving dish, alternating the layers with 
thinly Sliced onions, capers, chopped parsley, and 
fresh or dried dill. Cover with sour cream and 
allow to mature for 3-4 hours before serving. 
Garnish with capers and black olives. 


Whitefish 


Remove the skin from a whole smoked whitefish 
and serve it with a mustard mayonnaise, or with a 
sweetened dill and mustard mayonnaise. 


Trout 


Smoked trout has grown in popularity in the last 
twenty years, and an especially delicious, less 
common variety known as Winnipeg Goldeye is 
found in Canada. Both Winnipeg Goldeye and 
ordinary trout are wonderfully suited to the 
hors d'oeuvre table, served whole or skinned 
and filleted with freshly grated horseradish blend- 
ed with whipped sweet cream or sour cream. 


Eel 


Smoked eel, distinctive in flavor and texture, is 
one of the most appetizing of all fish for hors 
d'oeuvre. It should be skinned, filleted, and served 
in long slices or strips. It should taste fresh and 
have moist, and somewhat soft, oily flesh.

Sturgeon 


Sturgeon should be very moist and fresh tasting. 
If it has been stored too long in an open show- 
case, it can become dry and thoroughly uninter- 
esting, It is expensive, so you might as well buy 
the best the market affords. Serve it with oil, pep- 
per, capers and, if you like, sour cream and 
chopped chives. 


Sturgeon Sandwiches 


This novel treatment of smoked sturgeon was in- 
vented for a great dinner at The Four Seasons in 
New York. Spread fresh caviar between two thin 
slices of choice sturgeon, top with paper-thin half 
slices of cucumber, and serve with lemon wedges. 


Herring 


This universal favorite may be prepared and 
served in many different ways. In Sweden, for ex- 
ample, as an hors d'oeuvre it is alwa 
panied by hot new potatoes and fresh dill, a de- 
licious combination of flavors. 

Salt herring can be bought packed in brine 
or already soaked and pickled. If you wish to

Sardines 


Sardines are not a species of fish, but simply the 
young of a herring-like fish. There are so many 
different sizes, flavors, and styles of packing in 
sardines that it is difficult to choose among them. 
This, however, is how I have come to rate them 
over the years, in order of excellence, 

1. The plain French sar 
2. Fine Portuguese sardines, especially those 
packed in olive oil. 

. Spiced sardines, usually French, packed with

Some people like to store their sardines 
for several vears in a cool cellar, turning the tins 
twice a year, which is supposed to mellow the 
flavor of the fish and enrich the texture.

Anchovies 


Except for the herring, there is no other fish so 
widely used as the anchovy. The fillets appear on 
the hors d'oeuvre table in a variety of ways, rang- 


ing from a simple presentation in their own tins 
to being combined with other foods in delicious 
mixtures. Shop for the large 1-pound or 2-pound 
tins of fillets in pure oil, packed in Spain, Portu- 
zal. or Italy. They vary a good deal in quality, 
from firm to mushy, so it is wise to search out 
the best brands, If properly wrapped, the opened 
tins will keep in the refrigerator for 2 weeks, 


Anchovies with Shallots and Parsley 


Alternate layers of chopped shallots with layers 
of chopped parsley and anchovy fillets, ending 
with parsley. Add enough olive oil to moisten 
h layer. For 1 pound of anchovy fillets you 
will need at least 1 cup of chopped parsley and 
1 cup of chopped shallots, If shallots are not avail- 
able, thinly sliced spring onions, scallions, or 
green onions can be substituted.

Anchovies with Eggs and Tomatoes 


Alternate, in a ravier, layers of thinly sliced, un- 
peeled ripe tomatoes, sliced hard-cooked eggs, 
and anchovy fillets, arranged in criss-cross fash- 
ion. Garnish with capers, chopped parsley, and 
black olives, and dress the hors d'oeuvre lightly 
with a vinaigrette sauce.

Cook the tomatoes slowly in the oil with the basil, 
garlic, pepper, and salt.

Allow to cool, and 
spoon into a ravier. Top with anchovy fillets, 
capers, and black olives, Add olive oil if needed. 
Garnish with chopped parsley. 


Tuna 


Tuna is a classic part of all good hors d'oeuvre 
collections. Best for the hors d'oeuvre variés are 
the brands packed in oil and imported from Eu- 
rope. These contain either solid-pack meat or 
sliced fillets. If imported tuna is not available, 
use tuna packed in brine or a solid-pack white 
meat, draining it well and anointing it with good 
olive oil ahead of time so that it absorbs some of 
the oil flavor. Serve tuna in a ravier with nothing 
more than capers or parsley for a garnish. 


Variations: 

1. Serve with artichoke hearts, anchovy fillets, and 
black olives. 

2. Surround with hard-cooked egy halves, capers, 
and anchovy fillets, 

3. Serve garnished with alternating slices of hard-

MEAT HORS D'OEUVRE 


Although an extensive variety of meats may be 
served, the choices for hors d'oeuvre are ordinari- 
ly confined to hams, pátés, and such sausages as 
salami, thinly sliced; mortadella, sliced paper 
thin; saucisson d'Arles, thinly sliced; and cerve- 
lat—the European type—thinly sliced or pre- 
pared in a salad. The sliced meats should. be 
nicely arranged in raviers or similar dishes. 


Cervelat Salad 


This is made with thin slices of cervelat, thin 
slices of onion and, sometimes 
potatoes, tossed with a mustard-flavored mayon- 
naise. Other highly seasoned local sausages that 
lend themselves to this treatment may be sub- 
stituted for cervelat.

These differ in texture and in meat ingredients 
(head cheese is made of pork), but they have 
very much the same quality. Both are quite re- 
freshing. Because of their jelly, they must be 
sliced rather thick, and the slices are often cut 
in half. Serve in a ravier with or without a sauce 
vinaigrette or an herb sauce.

These should be poached in a court bouillon, 
cooled, and boned, Arrange in a serving dish, cov- 
er with a sauce gribiche or a vinaigrette sauce, 
of parsley.

After this came 
the Moscow Mule, the vodka Mar- 
tini, the Bloody Mary, and the 
Salty Dog—all of which have their 
devotees, although the Bloody 
Mary is probably most popular. 

It is worth noting that the per- 
fect Bloody Mary is more than just 
the sum total of vodka, tomato and 
lemon juices, seasonings, and ice. 
It needs to be carefully compound- 
ed and shaken, not stirred, to a 
perfect blend. Nor will any old in- 
gredient do. Bottled lemon juice is 
anathema, and the right kind of 
tomato juice is essential. I person- 
ally prefer College Inn tomato 
juice cocktail, which has the added 
advantage of not separating from 
the liquor when it stands. If you 
like a fairly highly seasoned drink, 
the Snappy Tom mix is excellent. 

The best restaurant version of 
the Bloody Mary I have ever tasted 
is the one made at The Forum of 
the Twelve Caesars in New York 
City. This is their recipe:

In progressive communities across 
the country, a new system of gar- 
bage disposal is eliminating the 
clatter and clang of early morning 
pickup, and at the same time doing 
away with the unsightly spectacle 
of row upon row of overladen cans 
or curb-strewn remnants of trash 
left by careles rbagemen after 
they have halfheartedly emptied 
the can.

disposable paper bags replace the 
standard metal cans.

passing garbage truck leaves in its 
wake a neat, clean street—not the 
usual trail of spilled garbage and 
ugly cans. And whoever lugs the 
heavy trash cans to the curb and 


empties back will appreciate the 
fact that a full paper sack weighs 
only a tenth as much as a full can. 


Why paper? 


Some people have s sted that a 
plastic bag be con: d as a re- 
placement for the can. But plastic 
bags are easily punctured. do not 
stand upright by themselves, and 
need to be tied or fastened shut. 
They neither incinerate complete- 
ly, nor decompose in a land fill. 
Paper sacks, on the other hand, 
fulfill all of these requirements. 
And since, in the foreseeable fu- 
ture, the problems of disposing of 
our solid waste will complicate, to 
almost insoluble degree, the haz- 
ards of air, water, and land pollu- 
tion, the fact that a paper sack is 
so completely absorbed into the 
land takes on great relevance (see 
“Don’t breathe the page 106). 

The major companies that sell 
the paper sacks (St. Regis, West 
Virginia, International, and Union 


Bag-Camp) say that cities now 
using the system with curbside col- 
lection have cut their collection 
time in half, since the garbage 
truck never stops. It just zigzags 
down the road, while a collector 
on each side grabs full bags from 
the curb and tosses them over his 
shoulder onto the truck. This 
means that as the population in- 
creases, there will not be any need 
to add more sanitation men. And 
with garbage collection ranking 
third highest in municipal cost, 
this advantage is passed on to the 
community as a saving to the over- 
burdened taxpayer. 

There are two systems that a 
town can adopt. It can (1) re- 
quire everyone to use the sack sys 
tem, or (2) leave the choice up to 
individual householders. In either 
case, the municipality acts as the 
distributor for the paper company, 
reselling the sacks and holders, at 
cost, to the townspeople. 

These refuse sacks are good 
for other things, too: to store win-
